Panama Canal is fast approaching 
its 
maximum 
carrying 
capacity 


That time is likely not to come be 
fore the year 2000, if ever, althoug" 
the matter i conjectural. 


The canal now handles about 4 


per cent of its present minimum ca 
pacity. If and when a third set o 
locks is built, as was contemplatet 
in the original plans for the ditch, i 
will be able to take care of mor 
th~n four times as many ships a 
are now using it. 
» * * 


Tonnage passing through the ca 


nal has shown a steady growth in 
the last few years, but a saturation 
point may be reached easily within 
the next few years. 
One estimal 


has been made that the capacity o 
the canal as it is would not be reach 
ed until about 1960—and if a thirc 
s ' of locks were constructed mean 
while that capacity -would be dou 
bled. 


Officials of the canal, who cite 


these facts, do not understand th 
persistent 
agitation 
for a canal 


through Nicaragua. 


The most seaworthy argument in 


favor of a secono canal, "however, I" 
made from the standpoint of military 
strategy and the national defense 
It is held 
that in event of war 


against the United States the cana 


easily be put out of comrnis 


, with disastrous possibilities for 


3ur navy.

It is not difficult to demonstrate 


that if. m war or peace, there is dan 
ger to the present canal, a second 
canal which would guarantee a cana 
in perpetuity,

would be worth the cost. The cos 
of a. Nicaraguan caral, incidentally 
is estimated as high as a billion dol 
lars. 


In 1927, 5475 ships went through 


the Panama Canal.

peak, but it was only 245 more than 
in 1924. and since 1914 four years 
have shown fewer transits than th 
year preceding. 


In the last session of Congress,: 


resolution was introduced directing 
the chief of army engineers to stud> 
both the Nicaraguan canal route and 
the enlargement of the Panama Ca 
nal by another set of locks The res- 
olution was lost in the shuffle.

Meanwhile, the officials of the Pan 


atna Canal are confining themselves 
to their next big task, which is noi 
concerned with enlargement or new 
canals. This is the building of the 
Alhajuela dam in the Chagr*>s fiver 
•wh.ch will hold back 22,000,000,000 
cubic feet of -water for use in an 
emergency. An abnormally dry sea- 
son might cause a water shortage. 
Thr new dam will contain the neces- 
sary water in that case. 


Surveys are now in progress ano 


the dam probably -won't be finished 
for another four or five years.

will be 170 feet high, lodged between 
high cliffs 
Its basin will cover 22 


square miles, running outside t 
10-mile stretch of the Canal Zone, 
which runs through the Republic of 
Panama.

WORLD ARMAMENT 


A recent analysis of world arma- 


ment shows that it is really smaller 
than it was before the war. European 
standing; armies 'in 1914 numbered 
4,500,000 men. 
Today they number 


only 3,000,000. This reduction, how- 
ever, is due almost entirely, to the 
forced disarmament of Germany and 
Austria and voluntary limitation of the 
Russian army. The allied nations have 
just about as many men in the ' fie^d 
as they had before they "made the 
world-safe for democracy." Such re- 
duction as they have made is mostly 
credited to France—a fact that Amer- 
icans have not realized. 


Military expenditures, reckoned in 


percentage of total budget, have gone 
down. France has cut the military item 
from its pre-war figure of .3.5 per cent 
to 16 per cent of her total expenditure; 
Britain from 39 per 
cent to 14 per 


cent; Italy from 31 per cent to 18 per- 
cent. But this does not mean an actual 
reduction in money cost0The total ex- 
pended for armament is. larger than be- 
fore the war, because the smaller per- 
centage applies to a far greater total 
expenditure.

pounds, francs, etc.,, have increased. 


^ Why this should be .so in a time of 
world-wide peace, with no threat of 
war that an ordinarily intelligent per- 
son can see anywhere on the horizon, 
is hard to understand. It is, moreover, 
a standing reproach to a generation 
professing a desire for peace. "Today," 
as the New York Times observes, "the 
inflated armament reads like negation 
of an ideal everywhere subscribed to.

The 
burden- of -armament today- is not the 
money cost but the moral cost."

What I would like to know is 
whether that is proper treatment.

thought the leg had to be left in the cast once 
it was put in till it was all healed. Please let me 
know as : soon as possible because he said be 
would come back later in the week and'. repeat 
this treatment . . ."

put a broken leg in splints or a cast and leave 
it undisturbed for several weeks.. The old time 
doctors fancied that the main purpose of splints 
or plaster cast was to provide a 
substitute 


rigidity to take the place of the 'broken bone. 
Modern surgery, however, deals differently with 
such conditions. Nowadays the Splint or cast is 
used merely as a support for the muscles and 
other soft .tissues, just as dressings,-bandages or 
other supports are used for various wounds. The 
purpose of the splint or cast is to provide rest, 
which favors the healing: process.

ioned way, that is, by prolonged immobility in

The United States Steel corporation, 


an industrial giant when it was creat- 
ed, would seem a dwarf if it had the 
same dimensions now.

OUR LESSON IN FORESTS 


An outstanding example of the val- 


ue of conservation is shown today in 
the national forests of the United 
States. And but for the Act of 1891, 
granting the president the right to set 
aside such forests, the threatened ex- 
haustion of our lumber supply would 
be almost at hand. 


There are now more than 300/>X> 


square miles of national forests, pro- 
viding watershed protection, timber 
and game. The various states have ad- 
ded to their own forest holdings until 
today more than 10,000,000 acres are 
so administered. 


In addition to protecting the trees 


from fire and depredation, the United 
States ForeM Service now supervises. 
grazing and lumbering privilege?, con- 
ducts experiments, plants and co-op- 
er-tes in productive methods and elim- 
ination of waste. 


The forests have taught us a won- 


derful lesson in conservation. 


followed the injury. Modern surgery strives to 
forestall this, and I believe the doctor in the 
case is giving the'little patient the best possible 
treatment.
